Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled:

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

This is because the publication strongly degrades and demeans women. The slick presents 
women as objects for male sexual servicing and strongly implies that women's sexuality is 
shameful and scandalous. A barrage of images of female nudity and explicitly depicted sexual 
activity are presented within the context of a tabloid magazine. This combination serves to 
degrade, dehumanise and demean women in a harsh way. 

If the video slick had been submitted under si 3(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act, the publication would be deemed objectionable under s3(3)(c) criteria. Given 
the strength of the degrading, dehumanising and demeaning effect, section 14 of the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act (1990) does not apply to this publication. It is not approved.
